OTTAWA, May 21-—Radio will pro- 
vide the most radical departure in 
campaigning in the approaching 
federal election. 


More than two million people, 
stretching from the international 
line to the northern tundra, will be 
able, when the campaign is activety 
on, to tune in nightly on one or an- 
other of the prominent figures in 
either of the old parties to hear at 
first hand a much more complete 
presentation of the issues than it is 
possible to gather from necessarily 
condensed reports. 


There will be national hook-uns 
for both the premier and -Mr. Bennett 
and there will be provincial hook-ups 
for them and their chief lieutenants. 
There will be local broadeasts in 
every uasettied section of the Domin- 
ion 

What the effect will be upon at- 
tendance at public meetings remains 
to be seen. There is ,of course, no 
substitute for personal contact — be- 
tween political leaders and the pub- 
lie whose franchise they seek but the 
radio is the most, personal of —med- 
iums apart from actual contact. 


Direct mail publicity, personal 
letters directed to the reciplent, will 
largely supplant the general broad- 
casting of printed matter. There is 
to be a drive to make the campaign 
and the issues a matter of direct 
personal interest to the elector, to 
make him feel that he is a share-

lion, J. KE. Brownlee Tells How the 
Farmer Government Manages 
Business: Affairs of Alberta 
—_—__—__—— 

More than two hundred and fifty 
people listened tothe Hon. J. RB. 
Brownlee, premier of. the Farmer 
Government of Alberta, when he ad- 
dressed a public meeting of the elec- 
tors in Bassano last Tuesday evening 
May 20, The premier talked for an 
hour-and a half and discussed the 
natural resources, the provincial 
railways, provincial telephone sys« 
tem, municipal health, the govern- 
ment'’s road bullding program, and 
doalt in some detail with the expen- 
diture of public money and the gov- 
erniment’s financial policy. He also 
dealt briefly with a number of other 
subjects. 

A considerable portion of the 
premier’s speech was devoted to an 
explanation of how the government 
spent the people's money, and of 
how’ the provincial debt had showed 
an increase. Mr. Brownlee ex- 
plained that the provineial debt had 
been increased only 23 millions of 
dollars since the U. FL A. govern- 
ment took office nine years ago, and 
he gave figures to back up his state- 
ment. He declared that the Farmer 
government had always practised a 
policy of strict economy, and had cut 
down the operating expenses in many 
departments. 

Regarding the natural resources 
and the provincial railways, the 
speaker said that both these prob- 
Jems had been settled in a most 
satisfactory manner, a fact which 
even the opponents of the Farmer 
Government admitted. 

‘ihe premier appealed to the elec- 
tors to support the Farmer Govern- 
ment because of the capable and effi- 
cient manner it had handled the 
business affairs of the province dur- 
ing the past nine years. The best 
guarantee of good government in the 
future, said Mr. Brownlee, was’ by 
returning to power those who had 
given- geed- government in-tie past.

Cheated Out Of Game 


Change In Pacific Ocean Current 
Hard On Eskimos . 

A cliff-dwelling colony of Eskimos 
is facing a crisis because a Pacific 
ocean current changed its course. The 
current that carries ice out of the 
Arctic ocean, through Behring Strait, 
used to bring walrus, seal and white 
fox, right to the doors of the 134 
natives on little King Island, half- 
way between Siberia and Alaska. The 
fox follow the walrus herds on the 
ice floes to get scraps of fish left by 
the sea animals, and get back to land 
as best they can. 

Last season, however, the current 
took a different route, and the game 
rode safely past the island. As a 
result, the Eskimos had very little 
fur or ivory to trade for food and 
coal when the Government ship, 
“Boxer,” made its annual call. 

A native chief governs the island, 
although it is a United States posses- 
sion. The only white man there is 
Father Fortune, a Roman Catholic 
missionary. Eskimos are teachers in 
the Government school. Because 
their two mile wide island rises 
steeply from the seashore, the inhab- 
itants build their houses on poles 
against the cliffs. Dogs and provi- 
sions are kept under the floors. The 
walls are made of two layers of wal- 
rus skin, about four inches apart, 
with grass packed between the skins. 
This construction keeps the inhabit- 
ants plentifully warm.

Production From Inland Fisheries In

Measuring Speed Of Light 


Professor Using Mile Long Tube To 
Verify His Figures 

A ray of light ,will be ‘‘clocked” 
for the mile, like a racehorse, by 
Prof. A. A. Michelson, the world 
famous physicist, in June, It will be 
the crowning experiment of the scien- 
tist’'s 47 years of measuring the 
speed of light. 


A huge vacuum tube, a mile in 
length, is now almost completed at a 
ranch, 40 miles from Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia. Through this tube, a ray of 
light will be shot, and the time it 


takes for the passage will be noted 


to the last degree of accuracy. Four 
years ago, Prof. Michelson fixed what 
he says is the final figure for the 
speed of light, 186,284 miles per sec- 
ond, by timing a beam flashed from 
one mountain peak to another, and 
back again, over a 44-mile “course,” 
by reflecting mirrors. 

This figure, he says, will 
disturbed by his coming experiment. 
The United States Coast and Geodet- 
ic Survey, measured the distance for 
him in 1926, by mathematics, he ex- 
plains, and, scrupulously correct 
though it was, scientific propriety, he 
thinks, demands that he repeat the 


experiment over a “course” which he_ 


can measure himself. The mile long
